People around the world are changing their diets because of soaring food 
prices, according to a new study* 

The majority of people in most countries surveyed by international aid 
agency Oxfam said theyVe no longer eating the same kind of food as they 
did two years ago, with 39 percent globally blaming rising food costs and 
another 33 percent citing health reasons* 

The poll also shows the effects of globalization on the world diet, with 
both pasta and pizza ranked among the top three favorite foods in many 
countries, 

*‘Our diets arc changing fast and for too many people it is a change 
for the worst,” said Jeremy Hobbs, exec'utive director of Oxfam, ^‘Huge 
numbers of people, especially in the world's poorest countries, are c'utting 
back on the quantity or quality of the food they eat because of rising food 
prices.” 

High and volatile food prices represent an increasingly large and un- 
predictable proportion of household income in developing countries, 
according to Abolreza Abbassian, an economist for the U,N*'s Food and 
Agriculture Organization, 

“People in poorer countries are already eating once a day so when pric- 
es go up, people spend all their income on food,” Abbassian told CNN. 
“T'hey can't have more income, so the only thing they can do is eat less or 
more inferior food.” 

Seventy-six percent of respondents in Kenya told Oxfam that they've 
changed their diets, with 79 percent blaming food prices. In Mexico, 
65 percent of respondents changed diets, with more than half blaming 
prices as well. 

While food costs have hit the developing world the hardest, the West 

is not immune to the effects of rising prices. In the US., 55 percent of 
; respondents said they no longer eat the same kinds of food they did

WAL-MART 
IN CHICAGO 

FANS AND CRITICS FIRED UP ABOUT 
BIG BOX RETAILER’S EXPANSION

Love it or hate it, Wal-Mart is expanding in 
Chicago. 

After years of fighting with unions and 
politicians who sought to force the big-box 
retailer to pay more in hourly wages and ben- 
efits, a promise of jobs seems to have quieted 
most fears. Now, the Arkansas-based compa- 
ny has at least seven new Chicago locations 
in the works, a mix of various sizes and store 
concepts with names such as “express,” “mar- 
ket” and “supercenter.” 

Steven V Restivo, senior director of com- 
munity affairs for Wal-Mart, wrote RedEye 
that the planned spots reflect a desire to 
serve “Chicago’s diverse neighborhoods” and 
promised to keep an eye out for more poten- 
tial sites in “underserved communities.” 

“We remain focused on creating new jobs 
in the city and increasing access to healthy 
affordable food,” he said in a statement. 

The underlying conflict— between neigh- 
borhoods that view Wal-Mart stores as a 
savior bringing jobs and groceries to blighted 
communities and those that see it as a corpo- 
rate behemoth laying waste to smaller stores 
—is clear. 

In Lakeview, residents have turned out 
in droves to protest a Wal-Mart Market at 
Broadway and Surf Street, expressing fears 
that the character of the neighborhood 
would be diminished. But in communities on 
the South and West sides, residents and poli- 
ticians eagerly await stores in so-called “food 
deserts,” where sources of fresh fruit and veg- 
etables are scarce. 

“Wal-Mart is a good corporation, not a 
perfect corporation. No one’s perfect here 
anyway in life,” then-Mayor Daley said in 
March at an announcement that the com- 
pany would open two more South Side loca- 
tions in 2012. 

Unions once wanted Wal-Mart to pay em- 
ployees $ii an hour, but agreed in 2010 to ac- 
cept $8.75. Since then, new plans have come 
hot on the heels in locations across most of 
the city from Lakeview to the South Side. 

Dennis Gannon, president of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, told the Tribune at the

-then-Mayor Daley, in March 

time of the agreement that unions would 
“hold Wal-Mart accountable at every ... step 
of the road, to make sure they are living up to 
their side of the agreement.” 

The company’s plans include the afore- 
mentioned mix of store types, from “express” 
Wal-Marts intended to compete with con- 
venience stores to “market” Wal-Marts that 
would focus on groceries and pharmacy-type 
products. Wal-Mart already is the nation’s 
biggest grocer. The question is, will it be Chi- 
cago’s? 

So far, it’s unclear, but as the RedEye graph- 
ic shows, the company’s footprint in the city 
is on the rise, redeye, tribune contributed

TALE OF 
2 'HOODS 

Opening a new Wal-Mart 
in Chicago isn’t always 
a cut-and-dried process. 
Sometimes, neighborhood 
residents and politicians 
fight the company’s move 
into their communities. 
Here are two recent Wal- 
Mart controversies. 

Lakeview 

The plan to put a Wal-Mart 
Market, a scaled-down 
version of a grocery store, 
into this spot at Broadway 
and Surf Street brought 
out hundreds of residents 
opposed to the construc- 
tion earlier this year. But 
Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) 
reached a compromise 
with the company that 
would limit the store to 
33,395 square feet. 

An advocacy group 
called Local First Chicago 
still wants to limit the com- 
pany’s expansion in the 
city. 

“Wal-Mart has made a 
decision not based on com- 
munity needs but based 
on market share,’’ Suzanne 
Keers, co-founder and ex- 
ecutive director of Local 
First Chicago, told the 
Tribune. “They have a busi- 
ness model that requires 
them to continue growing. 
Fine. That’s their choice of 
a business model. But that 
doesn’t mean they get to 
come to Chicago and do 
whatever they want.’’ 

River North 

After news broke in April 
that Wal-Mart was looking 
at a location at Chicago 
Avenue and Franklin Street 
in the Near North Side, one 
alderman expressed some 
concern about the pro- 
posal. Aid. Brendan Reilly 
(42nd) reportedly mailed 
to residents a newsletter 
saying he couldn’t back 
the plan due to “traffic im- 
pacts; lack of parking stor- 
age; and its proximity to 
important (and busy) CTA 
bus lanes and stops,’’ ac- 
cording to Crain’s Chicago 
Business. Reilly did not re- 
turn RedEye calls seeking 
comment.

Police fatally shoot man on block where teen was killed Monday

A friend of a 15-year-old gunned down 
Monday in West Humboldt Park was 
killed in a police-involved shooting 
Wednesday afternoon on the same block 
where the teen was shot. 

The shooting happened about 4:50 p.m. 
near the intersection of Kolin Avenue and 
Hirsch Street, Chicago Police Officer 
Darryl Baety said. 

The victim was a 21-year-old man 
who died after the shooting, said Carlos 
Weeden, a spokesman for the Indepen- 
dent Police Review Authority 

Wednesday evening, family members 
on the scene identified the man as Pedro 
Gonzalez. 

An official with the Fraternal Order of 
Police Lodge No. 7 said officers were on 
heightened patrol in the area after Jovany 


Diaz, 15, was gunned down on the block 
Monday and a 24-year-old man was shot 
Tuesday afternoon during a gathering 
there in remembrance of Jovany 

Wednesday afternoon, officers spotted 
a man standing near Jovany’s makeshift 
memorial near Hirsch and Kolin with 
what appeared to be a bulge in his waist- 
band. As the officers approached the man, 
he started running and the officers gave 
chase, the FOP official said. 

During the chase, the man turned 
around with a gun, pointing it at a ser- 
geant and another officer. That officer, in 
fear for his life, opened fire and shot the 
man, the FOP official said. 

A Chicago Fire Department spokesman 
said the victim was taken in serious-to- 
critical condition to Mount Sinai Hospi- 
tal, where he later died. 


About a dozen onlookers gazed at the 
crime scene from porches and decks of 
buildings as about a dozen police officers 
huddled outside the red tape cordoning 
off the block. 

Gonzalez’s father, also named Pedro, 
said he was very protective of his son, and 
didn’t want him to leave their home be- 
cause of all the violence in the neighbor- 
hood. 

His son was a graduate of Roberto Cle- 
mente High School; he had been having 
trouble finding work, and at one point 
tried to enlist in the Army 

The elder Gonzalez said his son and 
Jovany were best friends and were fans of 
the Miami Heat and LeBron James. The 
father said he would joke with them that 
he was annoyed by this, because he was 
more fond of Derrick Rose and the Bulls.

Citywide, fatal shootings were recorded 
in the last week in Ashburn, Austin, North 
Lawndale, Roseland, South Shore and West 
Garfield Park, Red Eye determined. 

Thirty homicides have been recorded so 
far this month.

America’s Cup 

Bruins deny Canucks title, extend Canada’s drought 


Canada’s Stanley Cup drought continues, 
its best hope in years cruelly dashed by the 
gritty Boston Bruins. Defying the odds and 
a historical record that strongly favored the 
home team in the seventh game of the Stanley 
Cup finals, the Bruins on Wednesday played 
a patient and near-perfect defensive game to 
defeat the Vancouver Canucks 4-0, at Rogers 
Arena and win their first Cup title since 1972. 

The Bruins raced off their bench at the fi- 
nal buzzer, mobbing goaltender Tim Thomas 
and hurling their sticks and gloves in the air as 
they embraced. Nathan Horton, who suffered 
a concussion in Game 3, skated out in uniform 
to join the celebration. Thomas was voted the 
Conn Smythe trophy winner as the most valu- 
able player in the playoffs. 

The crowd saluted the home team with 


one last chant of “Go Canucks, Go,” and 
players responded by lifting their sticks in 
the air. The Canucks had the NHEs best re- 
cord during the regular season and led the 
league in scoring, but they were blanked 
Wednesday by Thomas for the second time 
in the finals. Patrice Bergeron scored twice, 
the second time a morale-breaking short- 
handed goal, and Brad Marchand scored 
twice to lead the Bruins to their first road 
victory in the finals. 

No Canada-based team has won the Cup 
since 1993, when Montreal topped L.A. That 
has become a sore point in Vancouver, but 
the high-powered Canucks seemed to have a 
good chance to change that. But they couldn’t 
solve the Bruins’ defense or withstand Bos- 
ton’s physicality

With a good 
burger and 
long beer list 
Andersonville 
spot finally opens

Walking into this new Anderson- 
ville Irish bar and eatery, you’d 
never know the whole operation 
hit a scorching setback just a few 
months ago. A fire in March de- 
stroyed much of the dining room 
and bar of Lady Gregory’s, causing 
a major delay for the latest project 
from the team behind Beckett’s 
Gourmet Burgers and Craft Beer 
and Wilde Bar & Restaurant. 
Eager to see how the space had 
bounced back, I dropped in for 
dinner during the establishment’s 
first full week of business.

Let’s talk about Andersonville. It’s a haul. I 
was surprised my friends from Wicker Park 
and the Loop agreed to come along (the 
things people do for free food). Even those 
of us from Lakeview weren’t thrilled with 
the idea of spending more than lo minutes 
on the Clark bus. But parking is plentiful, 
there’s a bus stop within lo feet, and the 
neighborhood was bustling for a weeknight. 
Not bad, Andersonville. Not bad. 

How long has this place been here? It takes 
a certain skill to decorate a bar in a theme 
without getting too carried away Lady 
Gregory’s manages to bring the warmth of a 
small pub (thanks to dark wood accents and 
dim lighting) into a larger restaurant space 
and was able to pull off an overused “library 
nook” area without me completely rolling my 
eyes. The space feels comfortable— enough 


so that it tricked one friend into thinking the 
spot had been open for quite awhile already 

We’re out of that one, sorry. Ah, the joys of 
a milelong beer list. The back of the food 
menu is almost entirely covered with bottle 
and draft brews (small print, too), which 
pleased everyone— until we ordered. Our 
waitress came armed with a list of around 
a dozen brews that were out, and bottles 
took longer to arrive at our table than they 
should have. Hopefully timing will be fixed 
as bartenders get more used to their stock, 
but if you need a brew immediately I suggest 
heading for a seat at the bar. 

Yeah, we’ll eat that too. I have this terrible 
habit of overordering appetizers. I can’t 
help it. And this place was clearly meant for 
people like me. A short “amuse” menu was

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placed on the table as we sat down, letting 
you decide from a list of five or so starters 
before your server even stopped by This 
meant four deviled eggs and a plate of pate 
came out before our appetizer of excellent 
hot wings with a ginger glaze ($8). By the 
time our food arrived (a painful 30 minutes 
later) we were pretty glad we’d overordered. 

You’re lucky I’m not more of a lady. Be- 
tween the Guinness burger ($8) and the Pol- 
ish sausage /hot dog plate ($11), I’m not sure 
which dripped more grease. Luckily I eat 
with abandon. The Guinness burger is worth 
ordering again, with a sticky-sweet glaze and 
a hearty helping of stewed mushrooms. The 
rest of the food clocked in at slightly-better- 
than-bar food, with the a la carte sides 
(sandwiches and burgers come alone on the 
plate) a slight disappointment. 


Shout out to the kids with the ice cream. 

The table seated next to me Tuesday pro- 
vided endless entertainment as the three 
boys disappeared out the side windows and 
crawled back in a few minutes later with ice 
cream cones. The table wasn’t the only one 
with kids (it was only 9 p.m. or so, after all) 
and made me wonder if this location will 
skew more toward a laid-back family crowd, 
as Wilde has skewed slightly older and Beck- 
ett’s tends to draw a younger set. 

Bottom line: Even in its earliest opening 
days. Lady Gregory’s has a lot going right- 
good drink selection, solid food menu, 
comfortable atmosphere. But the service 
will have to step up and dishes will have to 
become a major talking point if this new 
neighborhood spot is going to appeal to a 
crowd outside of Andersonville.

Gueuze love

Here’s a list of words and phrases to describe the Belgian style of 
beer known as gueuze: complex, funky, idiosyncratic, multifaceted, 
delicious, pungent, satisfying, intense, crisp, dry acidic, refresh- 
ing, tart, fruity oaky sour, musty, vinous, lemony, strawlike, cidery 
grassy, haylike, ideal for a warm summer night. 

Gueuze, in other words, is not your average beer. It’s made by first 
brewing a lambic, a style of beer wholly unique from more common 
lagers and ales. 

Lambic is made— like all beer— by first combining malted barley, 
wheat and water into what’s called a mash. The mash is then filtered 
to produce a liquid called wort. After that, though, the process veers 
from the standard path. 

Next you add old hops that have lost their bitter taste but not 
their ability to act as a natural preservative. You boil the wort for 
several hours, then pipe it into a shallow copper vessel where it 
can cool and airborne wild yeasts can inoculate the liquid, foster- 
ing what is called spontaneous fermentation. Then you move the 
beer into stainless steel vessels to control its temperature and sugar 
content before storing the beer in oak or chestnut barrels. Now 
you have lambic. %u age that beer for one to three years. And then 
you use your nose, not a chemistry kit, to blend together i-, 2- and 
3-year-old lambics. 

The young beer supplies the natural sugars that foster continued 
fermentation; the older beers contribute the bulk of the aroma and 
taste. The beer then is bottled and stored horizontally for several 
years during which, like Champagne, it continues to ferment.
